Bcribed Pittsburg as a city shackled by state lei,'- 
islatiou aud intimated in the strongest terms a 
desire to see relief brought to her, and in this 
intimation those wjiu read .between the lines see 
a declaration for home rule. 

Home rule for cities is coming. The spirit is 
abroad iu West Vii-jjinia. and cvni if llh' eiMiiiii'-' 
Legislature sliali fail to cslablisli home rule, il 
,will merely be deferreil until the next Legi-sla- 
ture.' In West Virginia there is no disposition to 
secure any divoreeiuent from the leu'itimafe li'-s 
which bind a eily to tlir state at large. On the 
contrary, every advoeate of home rule recognizes 
at ft first lirtnciple the preservation of the projier 
, ^.'elktioiisbip between municipality and state, and 
'seeks for < ities healthy privileges in the form 
of initiative the right to work out their own sal- 
vation along lines of progress throu^'li patriotic 
endeavor, witli oni interference or liindcring re- 
strictions. Huntington wants t^iis privilege of 
broader home rule through a general provision if 
possible, through a special enaltling act. if not oli- 
tainable in the general form.— Huntington Herald-
